Tlie demand for beef Just now 
Is quite small and for the balance 
of the month will continue so owing 
to the leiiten season and the glutted 
conditions of all outlets. 
If receipts 


can be held down for a couple

weeks BO the surplus can be worked

time, we ought not to have much 
trouble In advancing prices quite a 
bit. We have great confidence In the 
cattle market later on. 
There has 


been so little to encourage feeders In 
the lout two or three months to hold 
their cattle that they have cut them 
loose regardless of prices prevailing 
here so that now tliere are less ready 
for market than along back and In 
another month this shortage wljl be 
felt more keenly. 


In the hog department we have had
